They had ‘st least a romantic, .if 
topsy-turvy love for Christ at the 
back of them. Think fox a mo- 
mont , of the mediaeval church, 
with jts perfectly reckless out- 
pouring of: artistic beauty of 
moulding and tracery, carved work, 
painted freaco, and stained-glass 
windows, and. contrast that with 
the hind of tight, dull, featurelcss 
and unimaginative churches to be 
found so often to-day.

M* CASSIDY chose for his Rotary address a subject that 
; : opens up all manner of interesting enquiries .and reflec- 
tions, historical, scientific and philisophical. Like the practical 
o man he is, he confined himself to the organisations we see ai 
work in our Colony, and the question of how to make them more 
effective, “Even so, he had a long list to deal with, and it would 
have taken more than one speech to do more than mention most 
of them. . 

Nothing is more puzzling to a general student of history 
than the growth and decline of various movements of the human 
spirit to mould our life and its environment “a little nearer to 
the heart's desire.” To make our study fruitful it would be 
the very reverse of the record we read in books. Historians 
tell us of the achievements of each generation, its successes, its 
outstanding men. The reverse side of the picture would be its 
neglects, its failures, its prophets that were stoned or ignored. 
The public cons¢ience develops a special-moral sensitiveness along 
one line, but it is balanced by a callousness to some other evil 
that becomes clamant in the next generation. Only by reading 
of that next generation’s struggle do we find that there were 
earlier prophets who protested in vain. : 

During the Christian era there has not been any lack of lip- 
service to the ideal of seeking the well-being of all men, but that

In some cases of electric shock, 
however, artificial «respiration 
cannot restore the victim to life 
because the electric current has 
affected his heart, causing what 
physicians. call fibrillation, In 
this condition, each fibre of the 
heart muscle acts individually, 
instead of all contracting toxe- 
ther ns they normally do. 


When the heart gets the jit- 
ters this way, it fails to pump 


‘blood out to the rest of the body. 


Death does not follow im- 
mediately. But unless the heart 
jitters are stopped quickly, the 
victim might as well Ve dead, 
The brain, deprived of nourish- 
ing blood, quickly atarves to 
denth. : :
